Son of Coke Mwmlc Sails for Home 


From Abyssinian Expedition. 
London 
cnbla 
announces that 


Chllds Frlck. son ot Henry C. Frlck. 
who went to Abysxinia a year ago at 
the head ot a scientific expedition or- 
tranlzed mainly for ornithological r"- 
search, is on his way home, having 
sailed on the French liner. La France, 
last Friday. He has with him a val- 
uable collection of birds and animal*, 
and also much interesting data con- 
cerning parts of the continent -which, 
had not been visited hitherto by a white 
man. 
The expedition ^as successful 


and the party remained In excellent 
health all the tlmi. 
Sir. Frlck de- 


clined to- recite hiB adventures, em- 
phasizing the fact that the expedi- 
tion was mainly a scientific one, bat 
supplied the following details:

Shoan capital, to Hawnsh, where I 
was joined by the rest of the party, 
comprising Dr. Rafterty, J C. Bllck 
and Bradley.

ley."Frcm here we changed from park

A legal question wMch afritated Con- 


nellsville a couple <>£ years ago has 
been finally d jtermincd fay the Supreme 
Court. 
- The Borough of Warren sought to 
buy the water* plant of the Warren 
Water Company under the MHIiron act 
of 1909, which authorizes boroughs to 
make such purchases and 
to 
Is^uc 


bonds ^against the -water works prop- 
erty to' raise money for the payment of 
the purchase price. 


A similar proposition was m?de by 


the Chamber of Commerce of Connells- 
ville, *nd in its discussion it was con- 
fidently, claimed 
that 
Connellsville 


borougfr could issue tkmtls agrainst the 
water works 'of the Connellsville Water 
Company using the proceed? for the 
payment'of the purchase-price of the 
plant as determined by arbitration un- 
der the agreement between the water 
company and the borough. 


The Courier called attention to the 


fact that In the case of ConneHaville 
tnch bonds could not be issued because 
they would increasp the bonded indebt- 
•tfnessof the town beyond the 7% lim- 
itation set by the Constitution. AH the 
advocates of the water works purchase 
dM not' agree with this view of the 
matter, but most of them finally did, 
a»d the agit&tion w;is dropped. 


In the Warren case, the 
Supreme 


Court rules that the .proposed water 
tonds constitute a d^bt and cannot be 
(•sued by thu borough in excess of 
the constitutional limit of 1% of Its 
assessed valuation. 


The AUIHron act is not unconstitu- 


tional, though it aimed "at an uncon- 
stitutional ae:. It sought to give bor- 
oughs the means of evading a consti- 
tutional prohibition, forgetting that the 
Constitution is always above the Law.
